Mansfields Gunnel coal bed, at his mines near Gunnel ton, in 
Beaver county, Pennsylvania. Pour such had been found at 
different times in the progress ol mining this bed. Similar 
finds have been made in other coal fields in America and 
in Purope. One very” large roek of limestone in the body ol 
a coal bed in Payette county, Pennsylvania, was reported by 
Prof. J. *1. Stevenson. Such events could only have taken 
place beneath very slowly running water hearing along upland 
trees with stones attached to their roots, and dropping these 
stones one by one into the marsh vegetation through which 
the water moved. 

Mr. Lesley communicated a note, or suggestion, in mytho¬ 
logical studies, respecting the original moaning of the animal 
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ideograph of the god Set. 

])r. Brinton, Mr. Phillips and Mr. Lesley were appointed a 
Committee to examine the Mexican m aim scripts belonging to 
the Society, now on deposit with the Academy of Natural 
Sciences of Philadelphia, to report, on the propriety ol prepar¬ 
ing any ol them for publication, and with power to reclaim the 
same.
